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Import Surcharge 


Economic Reprisals Hinted

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


possibility of an economic 
counterpunch to the United 
States' 10 per cent import 
surcharge and its refusal to 
devalue the dollar has emerged 
at the annual International 
Monetary Fund meeting. 


But whether the punch will 


actually be thrown, pulled or 
landed only lightly remains 
unsettled. 


The indication of possible 


countermoves came when West 
German Finance Minister Karl 


Schiller told Treasury Secretary 
John B. Connally that West 
Germany "may be compelled to 
come to a painful reappraisal of 
the economic and currency 
policy we have been pursuing." 


Schiller told newsmen later 


Monday that his government is 
not 
thinking of 
full-scale 


economic retaliation against the 
United States. 


"We are not crusaders," he 


said. "We are not thinking about 
countermeasures. We are not 
thinking about a trade war." 


But, he added, as West Ger- 


man Finance minister, "I have 
to ask at some point: What are 
the alternatives? I hope this 
time will not come." 


While Schiller talked of a 


"painful reappraisal," he an- 
nounced a move that appeared 
designed to discourage the flow 
of dollars into West Germany 
and keep the value of the Ger- 
man mark from rising in 
relation to the dollar. 


He said West Germany will 


compel German firms that 
borrow outside the country to 
deposit part of their borrowing 


with the West German bank. 
Another German official said 
the easing of domestic credit 
conditions also will be con- 
sidered, another measure to 
discourage borrowing outside 
Germany. 


European officials are almost 


unanimous in their view that the 
dollar should be devalued by 
raising the price of gold as part 
of the currency realignment of 
all countries. 


They also are anxious to set

Crackdown On 
Several Food Items 
Containing PCBs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


government projects chickens 
and catfish from food containing 
more than a half part per million 
of DDT-like chemicals called 
PCBs. But people can eat 
chicken or catfish containing 10 
times as 
much before the 


government does anything. 


But then baby cereal and 


spaghetti dinners 
may 
not 


contain any more PCBs than 
chicken feed. 


Why? 
"We had to have yome sort of 


action level," John T. Walden, 
press officer for the Food and 
Drug 
Administration, 
said 


Monday. 


Walden's explanation of the 


differing guidelines came after 
persistent, 
poisonous 
PCBs 


started the government anew on 
a trail that already led through 
chicken feed, chickens, turkeys 
and eggs. 


Now the FDA has found the 


chemical 
in some 
shredded 


wheat, spaghetti dinners, corn 
meal, mixed baby cereal, grits, 
noodle dinners and pancake 
mix. In one sample of shredded 
wheat the PCB concentration 
was 48 times the safety level set 
by federal guidelines. In other 
foods the concentration ranged 
from less than the federal 
guideline to four times the level. 


The agency has seized none of 


the products. In the case of the 
shredded wheat, Walden ex- 
plained that the high con- 
centration was in only one 
sample and the FDA didn't find 
enough contaminated samples 
to justify seizure.

Crackdown On 
Several Food Items 
Containing PCBs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government projects chickens 
and catfish from food containing 
more than a half part per million 
of DDT-like chemicals called 
PCBs. 
But 
people 
can 
eat 
chicken or catfish containing 10 
times 
as 
much 
before 
the 
government does anything. 
But then baby cereal and 
spaghetti 
dinners 
may 
not 
contain any more PCBs than 
chicken feed. 
Why? 
“We had to have some sort of 
action level,” John T. Walden, 
press officer for the Food and 
Drug 
Administration, 
said 
Monday. 
Walden’s explanation of the 
differing guidelines cam e after 
persistent, 
poisonous 
PCBs 
started the government anew on 
a trail that already led through 
chicken feed, chickens, turkeys 
and eggs. 
Now the FDA has found the 
chemical 
in 
some 
shredded 
wheat, spaghetti dinners, corn 
meal, mixed baby cereal, grits, 
noodle dinners and pancake 
mix. In one sample of shredded 
wheat the PCB concentration 
was 48 times the safety level set 
by federal guidelines. In other 
foods the concentration ranged 
from less 
than 
the 
federal 
guideline to four times the level. 
The agency has seized none of 
the products. In the case of the 
shredded wheat, Walden ex­ 
plained 
that 
the 
high 
con­ 
centration was in 
only one 
sample and the FDA didn’t find 
enough contaminated samples 
to justify seizure.

Committee room were opened 
Monday after a day-long private 
panel session full of setbacks for 
consumer 
advocate 
Nader, 


Chairman Chet Holifield, D- 
Calif., announced the legislation 
was approved 24 to 4 with three 
members voting "present." 


"This is out of Kafka," Nader 


said 
as 
he 
battled 
un- 


successfully, 
despite 


Democratic majorities on all the 
amendments he backed, for 
changes he contended are vital 
to 
developing 
an 
effective 


agency within the government 
to work for the interests of 
consumers. 


Among these voting against 


the bill was one of its original 
authors, 
Rep. Benjamin S. 


Rosenthal, D-N.Y., who charged 
the committee's rewriting had 
weakened the legislation. Two 
proposed amendments lost on 
tie votes — and a series of 
Rosenthal's 
pro-Nader 


proposals failed, the key one by 
20 to 14. 


Nader 
told reporters the 


committee-approved bill "deals 
with the tip of the consumer- 
abuse iceberg — only 10 per cent 


of anything that matters. Since 
Holifield has become a de facto 
member 
of the 
Republican 


party, there's a good chance it 
will be overturned on the floor." 


But Holifield said the bill "will 


not satisfy Ralph Nader or the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce but, 
if enacted into law, it will do a 
job for the American consumer. 
I regard this bill as landmark 
legislation. With its enactment, 
a new era will commence in 
consumer protection." 


The 
chairman 
said 
the 


committee 
rejected 
amend- 


ments that would have changed 
the concept of the bill in two 
fundamental ways: 


—"To arm the new consumer 


agency with powers of direct 
subpoena 
and unlimited in- 


tervention enabling it to go on 
fishing expeditions, dominate 
the work of other government 
agencies, and become an in- 
strument of regulation rather 
than of advocacy. 


—"To disarm the new con- 


sumer agency by barring it from 
any intervention in other agency 
proceedings, limiting its role 
essentially to that of 'friend of 
the court' " 


The bill would set up the 


agency as an independent unit of 
government to be a consumer's 
advocate before other federal 
agencies and to promote con- 
sumer interests; 
give legal 


status to the White House's 
Office of Consumer Affairs, and 
create a 15-member committee.

protection agency. 


When the doors of the House 


Government Operations 
Committee room were opened 
Monday after a day-long private 
panel session full of setbacks for 
consumer 
advocate 
Nader, 


Chairman Chet Holifield, D- 
Calif., announced the legislation 
was approved 24 to 4 with three 
members voting "present." 


"This is out of Kafka," Nader

Democratic majorities on all the 
amendments he backed, for 
changes he contended are vital 
to 
developing 
an 
effective 


agency within the government 
to work for the interests of 
consumers. 


Among these voting against 


the bill was one of its original 
authors, Rep. Benjamin S. 
Rosenthal, D-N.Y., who charged 
the committee's rewriting had 
weakened the legislation. Two 
proposed amendments lost on 
tie votes — and a series of 
Rosenthal's 
pro-Nader 


proposals failed, the key one by 
20 to 14. 


Nader 
told 
reporters 
the 


committee-approved bill "deals 
with the tip of the consumer- 
abuse iceberg— only 10 per cent 


of anything that matters. Since 
Holifield has become a de facto 
member of the 
Republican 


party, there's a good chance it 
will be overturned on the floor." 


But Holifield said the bill "will 


not satisfy Ralph Nader or the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce but, 
if enacted into law, it will do a 
job for the American consumer. 
I regard this bill as landmark 
legislation. With its enactment, 
a new era will commence in 
consumer protection."

the concept of the bill in two 
fundamental ways: 


—"To arm the new consumer 


agency with powers of direct 
subpoena

strument of regulation rather 
than of advocacy 


—"To disarm the new con- 


sumer agency by barring it from 
any intervention in other agency 
proceedings, limiting its role 
essentially to that of 'friend of 
the court' " 


The bill would set up the 


agency as an independent unit of 
government to be a consumer's 
advocate before other federal 
agencies and to promote con- 
sumer 
interests; 
give legal 


status to the White House's 
Office of Consumer Affairs, and 
create a 15-member committee.

Nothing For Granted 


President Nixon’s decision to go to Red China to help speed 
participation by that government of nearly 800 million people in 
international affairs and not incidentally, we suppose, to steer a 
larger share of China trade this way, is what a diplomatic advisor 
had advocated back in the World War II years and was ousted from 
his post for. 


John Patton Davies recommended it in the days when he 
served as Gen. Joseph Stillwell’s political advisor. Because of that 
recommendation, in the McCarthy “Communists in government” 
purge he was expelled after 23 years in government service. Now a 
President who was himself a persistent exponent of the necessity of 
isolating monolithic Communism is taking the step Davies ad­ 
vocated. 


That is a dramatic illustration of the way in which economic 
and political forces relentlessly push economic and political 
leaders before them — some struggling and protesting more than 
others. So it was with Gov. Reagan’s “feet firmly set in concrete” 
against income tax withholding. So it was with President Nixon’s 
resistance to wage and price control. They didn’t believe in such 
things, but the tide of events carried them along nevertheless. 


If we ask, though, why we do not have more forward-looking 
men in office, we do not have to seek far for the answer. It is an 
illustration of the democratic operation of our government. The 
people of the United States elect those who promise — and perhaps 
in most cases actually believe in— policies that the largest number 
of the electorate believe in. 


If we are to have more forward-looking lawmakers we will 
have to become a more forward-looking electorate. To that end, we 
must question both old beliefs held as unassailable truths and new 
theories advanced as panaceas for all the world’s ills. 
Somewhat differently, yet not altogether differently from our 
grandfathers who rode west across the prairies with eyes and ears 
constantly alert for new dangers and new opportunities, we must 
take nothing for granted— old or new. 


The Ultimate Corollary 


The conservative Industrial News Review sees no good in wage 
and price control. It declares: 


As wage and price controls tighten their grip and pressure 
increases for exemptions or modifications of the rules, the ultimate 
corollary of controls should be kept in mind — shortages and most 
likely rationing. The longer the controls are imposed, the more 
likely is the prospect of fewer necessities and luxuries of the kind 
people now take for granted. 


Under a system of frozen prices, goods that cannot be produced 
profitably will no longer be made. As rent control goes contrary to 
the realities of the marketplace, there will be fewer places to rent. 
Freezing wages, salaries and income of all kinds eventually kills 
incentive. And, so in the end, controls bring, not stability, not 
progress, but a downward curve in productive activity. 


There are no substitutes for curbing excessive government 
spending which is the breeder of inflation and is the one thing that 
must be controlled and not hidden in tricky government 
bookkeeping. Until government spending is brought under control, 
all other controls will prove futile. They will merely lead to less 
freedom and opportunity.

Jack 
Anderson’s

By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — In a hush- 
hush report on the Interior 
Department’s 
publicity 
operations, a Madison Avenue 
huckster has recommended that 
the department should blow its 
own horn louder, should play up 
its “photogenic” boss, Rogers C. 
B. Morton, and should hide the 
extra 
expense 
“in 
other 
budgets.” 
Shortly after Morton took over 
as Interior Secretary, he hired 
Harry 
Treleaven, 
the 
ad 
executive 
who 
directed 
the 
theatrics for President Nixon’s 
1968 campaign, to“analyze the 
department’s 
information 
programs. 
Treleaven submitted an 85- 


page report, which has been 
kept under heavy wraps. In 
other words, the department has 
refused to give the public any 
information about Treleaven’s 
study of its public information 
activities. 
A 
bootleg 
copy, 
however, has been smuggled to 
us. 
“Almost 
the 
entire 
press 
operation,” 
criticized 
Treleaven, 
“is 
too 
passive, 
reacting to events rather than 
looking for opportunities. . . The 
bureaus have the capability to 
get (information) out — but they 
need to be stimulated by a more 
Gung Ho attitude at the top. 
“Another problem is that most 
of the senior people are print- 
oriented. They don’t know what 
to do about it, either. A top 
priority must be to develop ways 
of getting Interior’s story on 
television.” 


MORTON S VISUAL APPEAL 
Treleaven 
suggested 
the 
Secretary 
had 
considerable 
television appeal that should be 
exploited. The huskily hand­ 
some, six-foot-seven-inch 
Morton has the shaggy look of a 
country 
squire. 
Treleaven, 
therefore, urged more effort “to 
get the Secretary visually in­ 
volved in newsworthy events. .. 
“Secretary Morton is not only 
the most photogenic member of 
the Administration but he’s also 
able to participate physically in 
all kinds of outdoor situations 
and look natural.” 
Traveleaven 
urged 
“a 
nationwide 
‘network’ 
of 
specially trained and briefed 
information 
personnel 
be 
established” to ballyhoo Mor­ 
ton’s appearances on the road. 
The Madison Avenue expert, 
who was paid $121 a day for his 
analysis, 
also 
had 
some 
suggestions about financing an 
invigorated publicity campaign. 
He estimated that the depart­ 
ment’s 
total 
information 
program costs “close to four 


million 
dollars.” 
President 
Nixon, however, has ordered a 
government-wide 
cutback 
in 
information activities. 
So Treleaven suggested slyly: 
“It (is) impossible to cut the 
kind of items that occasioned the 
request for a reduction because 
they don’t exist. The response, 
therefore, is to eliminate wor­ 
thwhile 
items, 
or 
go 
‘un­ 
derground’ — i. e., hide ex­ 
penditures in other budgets. The 
latter is probably the practical 
way out.” 
CORPORATE AID 
He had another novel idea. 
“Some of the bureaus (Mines, 
Outdoor Recreation, and Fish & 
Wildlife) have been able to 
obtain private funds for their 
film 
programs,” 
he 
wrote, 
referring 
to 
corporate 
promotional films. “This is a 
source of money which should be 
sought 
energetically 
and 
systematically by the entire 
department.” 
Treleaven noted, in passing, 
that the high casualty rate in 
Interior Secretaries had raised a 
budget question. He pointed out: 
“Secretary Udall’s name is still 
on many booklets — Secretary 
Hickel lives on in print — and 
many offices are faced with 
trying to decide whether they 
should spend the money to 
update them with Secretary 
Morton’s name or not.” 
But Treleaven’s main em­ 
phasis was that the publicity 
operations 
should 
be 
coor­ 
dinated and controlled. “Each 
office,” he wrote, “ tries to be a 
total, self-contained and self- 
sufficient 
communications 
operation. What they end up 
being, 
however, 
are 
small 
pockets of personnel. . . with no 
place to go for professional 
assistance and no one to tell 
them whether or not they’re on 
the right track.”

Treleaven offered his public 
relations talents to set it right. 
He used his position as a 
government consultant to drum

2. Senator Muskie counts on

Democratic Party has for quite 
a while now won the over­ 
whelming majority of the Negro 
vote. Acknowledging that that is 
the way Negroes tend to vote is 
to acknowledge that a political 
prejudice will 
inevitably be 
stimulated against that par­ 
ticular block.

President Nixon's decision to go to Red China to help speed 


participation by that government of nearly 800 million people in 
international affairs and not incidentally we suppose, to steer a 
larger share of China trade this way, is what a diplomatic advisor 
had advocated back in the World War II years and was ousted from 
his post for. 


John Patton Davies recommended it in the days when he 


served as Gen. Joseph Stillwell's political advisor. Because of that 
recommendation, in the McCarthy "Communists in government" 
purge he was expelled after 23 years in government service. Now a 
President who was himself a persistent exponent of the necessity of 
isolating monolithic Communism is taking the step Davies ad- 
vocated. 


That is a dramatic illustration of the way in which economic 


and political forces relentlessly push economic and political 
leaders before them — some struggling and protesting more than 
others. So it was with Gov. Reagan's "feet tirmly set in concrete" 
against income tax withholding. So it was with President Nixon's 
resistance to wage and price control. They didn't believe in such 
things, but the tide of events carried them along nevertheless. 


If we ask, though, why we do not have more forward-looking 


men in office, we do not have to seek far for the answer. It is an 
illustration of the democratic operation of our government. The 
people of the United States elect those who promise — and perhaps 
in most cases actually believe in— policies that the largest number 
of the electorate believe in. 


If we are to have more forward-looking lawmakers we will 


have to become a more forward-looking electorate. To that end, we 
must question both old beliefs held as unassailable truths and new 
theories advanced as panaceas for all the world's ills. 


Somewhat differently, yet not altogether differently from our 


grandfathers who rode west across the prairies with eyes and ears 
constantly alert for new dangers and new opportunities, we must 
take nothing for granted— old or new. 


The Ultimate Corollary 


The conservative Industrial News Review sees no good in wage 


and price control. It declares: 


As wage and price controls tighten their grip and pressure 


increases for exemptions or modifications of the rules, the ultimate 
corollary of controls should be kept in mind — shortages and most 
likely rationing. The longer the controls are imposed, the more 
likely is the prospect of fewer necessities and luxuries of the kind 
people now take for granted. 


Under a system of frozen prices, goods that cannot be produced 


profitably will no longer be made. As rent control goes contrary to 
the realities of the marketplace, there will be fewer places to rent. 
Freezing wages, salaries and income of all kinds eventually kills 
incentive. And, so in the end, controls bring, not stability, not 
progress, but a downward curve in productive activity. 


There are no substitutes for curbing excessive government 


spending which is the breeder of inflation and is the one thing that 
must be controlled and not hidden in tricky government 
bookkeeping. Until government spending is brought under control, 
all other controls will prove futile. They will merely lead to less 
freedom and opportunity.

It is 
not to be anti-Negro to recognize 
that the same politicians who 
until a few years ago were 
afraid to name a Catholic, are 
still afraid to name a Jew, 
haven't even considered naming 
a woman, as a presidential

grounds. And let those who fret, 
remind 
themselves

Because it is a symbol for some 
future time. To say I'd like to see 
one nominated today, in the 
hope of being elected tomorrow, 
would make, like unto thee, 
George McGovern, a hypocrite.

But Wall Street generally 


finds ways around warnings, 
and it seems quite likely that 
subtle discouragement and a 
disinclination to provide any but 
the most basic service will have 
the same effect. 


Meanwhile, exhibit No. 1 


stands ignored, although how or 
why is difficult to fathom. It is a 
brokerage firm that encourages 
the small investor, takes his 
orders, isn't afraid of com- 
petitive rates and is highly 
profitable. 


The exhibit is Merrill Lynch, 


Pierce, Fenner & Smith, the 
largest commission broker in 
the entire industry, which 
reported profits right through 
the worst years of Wall Street's 
numerous calamities. 


Merrill Lynch is expected this 


year to earn record-high profits. 


True, Merrill Lynch, as did all 


other brokers, had the ad- 
vantage of a surcharge on 
commissions. Even so, it would 
have been profitable , just as it 
has always been, partly because 
of size, largely because of 
professional management.

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Tighter Restrictions 
In Wilderness Areas 


WASHINGTON (API — The 
government 
is 
considering 
tighter restrictions on the use of 
wilderness areas, including 
possible bans on bottles and 
cans, the overnight tethering of 
horses and limits on how many 
people enter the areas. 
John R. McGuire, associate 
chief of the U. S. Forest Service, 
says the plan is only in the ex­ 
perimental stage. However, he 
said, it may be needed in the 
future to keep wilderness areas 
from being spoiled. 
A ban on visitors taking cans 
and bottles into the Boundary 
Waters Canoe Area in Min­ 
nesota 
has 
worked 
well, 
McGuire said. Visitors are 
required to obtain permits and 
agree not to take the containers 
into the area. 
McGuire said a check showed 
95 per cent compliance with the 
program in Minnesota, the only 
ajjea now where the Forest 
sbrvice has imposed the ban. 
.Visitors 
to 
California 
Wilderness areas are required to 
obtain permits but are only 
cautioned about discarding 
cans, bottles and other refuse, 
he said. 
McGuire said another possible 
restriction may be a limit on the 
number of permits in some 
areas. 
The Forest Service, an agency 
of the Agriculture Department, 
has no plans now to apply 
proposed restrictions on a 


mandatory, nationwide basis. 
McGuire said the plan is still 
being studied and that regional 
offices will help decide when and 
how to proceed. 
McGuire said he was referring 
to such high-use areas in 
California 
as 
Desolation 
Wilderness near South Lake 
Tahoe, and the John Muir and 
Minaret Wilderness areas near 
Bishop and the trail to Mt. 
Whitney. 
The official said limits would 
be placed on permits for travel 
into certain areas and rangers 
will check hikers and horseback 
riders. 
The Forest Service started 
requiring 
th at 
hikers 
in 
wilderness areas obtain permits 
this past summer in an effort to 
determine the number of per­ 
sons using areas. 
Conservationists and foresters 
have noticed water pollution, 
soil erosion and other symptoms 
of deterioration over the past 
few years. 
The three-day conference, 
sponsored 
by 
the 
con­ 
servationist 
Sierra 
Club, 
focused on efforts to obtain new 
wilderness legislation. They say 
the Wilderness Act of 1964 is 
inadequate. 
Michael McCloskey, executive 
director of the club, said, “We 
should now face the fact that 
neither the Executive Branch or 
Congress is really trying to 
make the Wilderness Act work.”
